; so that the student can take every lecture 
requisite for the College diploma in any of her 
schools, and to enable him to complete his 
medical education he only has to put im one 
anne medicus, consisting of two lectures 
(which elsewhere are not required of him), in the 
University School, and then, if a graduate in Arts, 
he can compete for his medical degree. Such are 
the regulations at present in force in Trinity Col- 
lege, and one must, indeed, be largely imbued with 
the spirit of narrow-minded bigotry and !intolerance 
not to recognise in them great liberality and justice, 
an anxious desire to keep pace with the spirit of 
the times, in thus encouraging free trade and open 
competition, and on the part of her Professors 
noble absence of selfish or interested motives. 
To reciprocate on the part of the College of Sur- 
geons this conduct of the University, as we are given 
to understand, an effort was made by some influen- 
tial members of the Council of the College of Sur- 
geons, which was defeated by a majority of 
one, the numbers (according to the Medi- 
| cal Press) being for the motion nine, against 
it ten. So that, as matters now stand, the College of 
Surgeons will receive the certificates of the teachers 
in any other school save that of the University of 
Dublin. Tis true that we may be told that what 
we state is not the fact, for that the Council of the 
College will receive the University tickets from all 
students in Arts of one year's standing. To this we 
reply, How dare the Council of the College, contrary 
to the spirit of its charter, demand two distinct and 
different tests of preliminary education from students 
seeking their licence—one, the easier and more inex- 
pensive (the student being only required to read, 
parse, and translate in a very so-so manner, a verse 
from the Gospel of St. John, and a few lines from the 
first two books of Virgil's neid), from such 
students as attend her own schools; the other, 
the more difficult and expensive (comprising 
the entrance course into Trinity College, and the 
subject for study for the Junior Freshman year, 
involving the outlay for the entrance and term fees, 
some thirty pounds), from the Stndents in the 
School of Physic attached to the University. Again, 
we ask, How dare the Council of the College of Sur- 
geons insist on this disparity between these two 
classes of students, as to their preliminary educa- 


and in defiance of the liberality that has charac- 
terised the conduct of the University authorities in 
this respect ? | 

We know well the answer that these gentlemen 
have ready, cut and dry, to meet guestions such as 
these. Its specious nature we fully admit, but its 
fallacy we shall point out, not perhaps to their satis- 
faction, but to the complete conviction of every 
impartial person who will take the trouble of 
investigating the merits of the question. Well, then, 
this is their answer“ We take every pupil of the 
University School that the University itself will 
take, if the student be not of one year's standing in 
Arts he will not be recognised by the University 
authorities. Why, then, should the College of Sur- 
geons be asked to receive him ?” This line of ar- 
gument would be irrefutable if the College of Sur- 
geons imitated the University in insisting from al! 
candidates for its degree a year's standing in Arts. 
The University, with a praiseworthy desire to en- 
courage liberal education, acknowledges no student 
unless he be of one year's standing in Arts, whether 
he come from her own school, the College School, 
or from one of the unchartered Schools. The 
College of Surgeons, on the contrary, does not 
demand this year in Arts from any other stu- 
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School. Did the University authoritics 
demand this year in Arts but from students educated 
outside her walls, and admit her own students without 
it, the monopoly would hold good, and the argument 
be, as we have said before, irrefutable; but, as facts 
stand, it is but a specious quibble put forward to 
cuable parties to wriggle out of what must otherwise 
be admitted to be an act of glaring injustice and par- 
tial legislation. 


To attempt to refute the other argument put for- 
ward by the supporters of this most extraordinary re- 
gulation of the College, “ that the University Profes- 
sors are not able to teach surgery,” would be but to 
abuse the patience of our readers, a school that boasts 
amongst its staff Cusack, Stokes, Apjohn, Law, 
Banks, Smith, Osborne, Churchill, Brady, M‘Dowall, 
&c., demands not the aid of our feeble pen to refute 
so calumnious, so insulting, and, at the same time, so 
falsea charge. We leave this portion of the subject, 
with perfect confidence as to the result, in the hands 
of our readers. 


We have said, however, that on this occasion we 
approach the subject in a more hopeful spirit than 
we did on a former one. Why we do so we shall 
now briefly state. We have already placed before 
our readers the liberal changes made by the Univer- 
sity authorities: let us now look to the proceedings 
of the College of Surgeons. Not satisfied with the 
decision of its Council, the Fellows at large have 
held a meeting, on Thursday last, at which they 
adopted a resolution strongly urging on the Council 
the propriety of reciprocating, on their part, the 
conduct of the University authorities, and admitting 
the certificates of the Professors in the School 
of Physic, without any restriction, as qualifi- 
cations for their surgical diploma; thus imitating, in 
that respect, the conduct of the College of Surgeons 
of London and Edinburgh, and removing one of the 
most powerful reasons that tend annually to drive 
numbers of Irish Students to seek English and Scotch 
surgical diplomas. Of the Fellows present at the 
meeting; 39 voted for this resolution, and 114 who 
were unable to attend supported it by their written 
recommendation to the same effect. We regret to 
have to add that 25 Fellows were found to vote against 
this most reasonable and equitable motion. When 
we reflect, however, that the constituency consists of 
but 381 Fellows, of whom 96 either reside abroad

* Victor Emmanuel hesitated . = the bold me 
of accepting the allegiance of four Italian communities 
at the expense of he Head of the Church and three 
princely Houses. We do not blame him for it. His 
position was and is difficult. He had been delivered from 
the fear of Austrian aggression by the arms of France ; 
those arms he had been put in possession of the richest 
in in Italy, of the ancient city of Milan, and several 
millions of prosperous and industrious subjects. Grati- 
tude, friendship, common decency demanded that he 
should do nothing without the assent of the potentate who 
had conferred such benefits on him. Nor would it have 
been a chivalrous act to put a brother Sovereign under 
the necessity of foregoing his plighted word. Howeve 
hasty the Emperor Napoleon may have been in making 
the pacification of Villafranca—and the tone of his pr e- 
sent letter seems to indicate that he regrets the event— 
at any rate, his word was given, and it was not for the 
Sardinian King to make it difficult for his Imperial 
brother to keep faith with the Austrians. This, of 
course, is looking at the matter as between Royal per- 
sonages, and putting aside the rights of peoples altoge- 
ther. Wemay have wished that Victor Emmanuel had 
been less scrupulous, but still we can respect his seru 
ples. He hesitated where hesitation was, in fact, refusal 
and the result is that the Italian States will in all pro- 
bability return to their former lords, the Modenese 
ruler being the only one added to the pretenders of 
Europe. i 
Yet enough has been done to make the process of res- 
toration difficult, and terms which would have amply 
satisfied the Italians at this time last year will now be 
regarded with coldness and distrust. The transfer of 
Government from the hands of the Pope and the exiled 
Dukes to the protectorate of Sardiniais an accomplished 
fact. Although the Royal title has not been assumed, 
they are by the decree of a popular Convention and the 
provisional acceptance of the King for ever sundered from 
their formerallegiance. The Romagna and Tuscany are no 
more the possessions of the Popeand the Grand Duke than 
France is the inheritance of the Count de Chambord or 
of the Count de Paris. If the French and Austrians 
would restore the deposed rulers they will have to per- 
form a positive act, and not merely to oppose a threat- 
ened change. By the public law of Europe, as accepted 
and approved by all modern States, the people of Central 
Italy are perfectly within their right. They have dis- 
carded certain institutions and estublished others, and as 
long as respect is paid to national independence they 
cannot be called to account. France, which has always 
stigmatised as a crime the action of Coburg and Bruns- 
wick in her first revolution, cannot interfere to bring 
back the priests and police on which the rulers of Cen- 
tral Italy relied. More than this, it cannot be doubted 
that the Italians have the goodwill of every class in 
France except the clergy. The French, though 
they will accept despotism, will not tolerate bigotry and 
stolidity ; they must have a liberty of their own kind, 
even though all authority be centred in a successful 
chief. They know that the fallen Governments of Italy 
had every fault which served to destroy their own old 
regime, and whether they be Bonapartists, Constitution- 
alists, or Republicans, they equally despise such a sys- 
tem as prevailed in Bologna or Modena. Nor is the army 


without some desire that its victories should have a re-

umph, and the prelude to one of the hundred treaties 
which the history of modern Europe records. 


The French Emperor does well, then, to lay down at 
once the principles on which he will settle the Italian 
question, and to allow them to become known before 
the time of action arrives. The great difficulty, of 
course, is with the Italian Assemblies. If they stand 
their ground, and refuse to admit their former rulers; if 
they order their Generals to defend the territory, and 
those Generals obey; if the whole people exhibit a 
spectacle of union and firmness in the eyes of the 
world, it will be a difficult task to deal with them. 
But the partisans of legitimacy have much to 
encourage them. Time is fighting their battle. 
Ine unsettled state of the country, the un- 
avoidable suspension of enterprise, the cease- 
less, though noiseless, action of the priesthood, and the 
efforts of the two Imperial Houses will perhaps soon be- 
gin to tell. It may be that all but a few determined 
spirits will be willing to accept Duke Ferdinand or a 
modified Papal Admiristration as a compromise in their 
several provinces. That the French Emperor should re- 
gister his fixed determination, and commit himselfopenly 
to a certain course, is, perhaps, the best way of bringing 
about the result he wishes. The Italians now know all 
they have to hope for from France, and they may be 
willing to accept the best terms which they can obtain. 

The conditions which the Emperor states are nearly 
those with which the world has been long acquainted. 
Italy is to be composed of several independent States, 
united by a federal bond. Each of these States is to 
adopt a particular representative system and salutary 
reforms; the Confederation to ratify the principle of 
Italian nationality; to have but one flag, one system of 
Customs, and one currency; the directing centre to be 
at Rome, and composed of representatives named by 
the Sovereigns from lists prepared by the Chambers, 
in order that the influence of the reigning families 
suspected of a leaning to Austria may be 
counteracted by the element resulting from 
election. The honorary Presidency is to be vested in the 
Pope, in order that “ the religious sentiment of Catholic 
Europe may be satisfied, the moral influence of the 
Pope increased throughout Italy, and himself enabled 
to make concessions in conformity with the legitimate 
Wishes of the populations.” Parma and Piacenza 
are to be ceded to Sardinia, the Duchess of Parma called 
to Modena, and Tuscany, “ augmented, perhaps, by a 
portion of territory, restored to the Grand Duke Fer- 
dinand.™ With some little concessions to the spirit 
of liberty, these are essentially the conditions of Villa- 
franca. That they will eventually be imposed on Italy 
is Aoi enough. “The great difficulty, perhaps, 
will be to persuade Austria to make Peschiera and 
Mantua Federal fortresses, or in other words to give 
them up; and to make her give Venetia “ nationality,” 
“ representation,” and an army,“ which means that 
Venetia will be Italian, not Austrian.

at Liverpool is but an illustration of the process that is 
going ou throughout the country. The Conservatives 
have taken a leaf out of their opponents’ book, and 
have learned a lesson from their own misfortunes. The 
narrow majority by which the late Government was 
defeated has acted asa fresh stimulus to exertion, and 
the rank and file of the old party are now fighting the 
battle of the registrations as their leaders have fought 
in Parliament and on the hustings. “é The 
monopoly of Liberalism,” as Mr. Disraeli aptly 
designated the great Whig fraud, is found out. The 
Liberale have traded on a fictitious capital from 
the first; the country is alive to the worthlessness of 
their paper; and they will go the way of all monopolies 
which are as alien to the spirit of Englishmen as the 
coalitions by which they are supported. What, in fact, 
are the so-called Liberal principles which attract so he- 
terogeneous a mass of combatants under their banners? 
Is civil and religious liberty one of them? Why, who 
will venture to say that the author of the Ecclesiastical 
Titles Bill has one jot more of toleration in his consti- 
tution than Lord Derby? Is extension of the franchise 
a necessary article of faith. Only the last session of 
the last Parliament Lord Derby brought for- 
ward a bill which would have introduced nearly 
half a million of voters to the constituency of 
the United Kingdom, taken most of them from ranks 
immediately beneath the lowest class of borough voters 
of the present day. Are social reforms and important 
amendments in ourlegal system, a real appreciation of 
the w ants of the age, and an earnest desire to act up to 
them proofs of Liberalism ? The late Conservative 
Cabinet did more inthis direction in eighteen months 
than the Liberal Ministers for the last ten years. 
Finally, do prudent statesmanship, a peaceful and 
conciliatory attitude, a course of due regard to our owu 
dignity and the susceptibilities of foreign Powers, 
belong to a Liberal foreign policy? If so, why did the 
Conservative Ministry come into power twenty months 
ago? and why is the whole country agitated at this 
present moment from want of confidence in the men 
entrusted with the care of our relations with foreign 
States? We are told that Conservatism is a name, and 
that it represents no principle. The exact contrary is 
the truth. Conservatism it is which has fixed principles 
tg support, and which can lay down a safe rule for its 
guidance. Liberalism it is which under the various 
forms of latitudinarianism— W higgery, Dissent, Radical- 
ism, and Republicanism—wanders about led astray by 
any Jack-o’-Lantern that attracts its gaze. 
“We take it that nobody but the Times would venture 
to call Lord Derby anything but a Conservative; and 
what does the noble lord tell the men of Liverpool about 
Conservatism ? „I mean,” said the orator, “not that 
Conservatism, falsely so called, which would obstruct all 
useful change ; I speak of that Conservatism which is 
not obstructive, but which is the best promoter of safe 
and gradual social improvement —of that Conservatism 
which, strenuously adhering to the old machinery of the 
constitution, adapts from time to time the various parts 
of its mechanism to the real capacities of the age 
in which we live--of that Conservatism which 
should give to all orders and degrees of 
men within this realm their due weight, authority, and 
preponderance—of that Conservatism which loves the 
interests of the people at large, but will not be led away 
hy the noisy denunciations of blustering demagogues, 
either to shrink at the voice of menace, or timidly to 
make concessions to large bodies of men for the pur- 
pose ot obtaining a temporary p»pularity—when in our 
hearts we believe the concession of those coveted boons 
would be the worst injury we could inflict upon the 
mass of the people.

Bright, What is there that is not truly liberal in the 
words we have quoted ? Is there a position ad- 
vanced which Mr. Bright himself would dare to attack 
in the House of Commons, orto which Lord John Rus- 
sell would not promise his adhesion? It follows, then, 
that either the Whigs are trading under a false 
name, or that they entertain designs upon our in- 
stitutions which they dare not avow, and which 
must be met by the whole strength of the United Con- 
servative party. 

Lord Derby’s speech at Liverpool was interesting as 
well for its masterly exposition of the political creed ot 
the party he heads, and for the proud assurances of 
strength which were patent in every word of it, as for 
the formal denials it gaveto Liberal nis-statements and 
the light it has thrown on his lordship's honourable 
championship of the Conservative cause. There is no 
one who knows anything of Lord Derby’s character who 


tampering with the Roman Catholics. The calumny 
may have served a temporary purpose, if it gained a 
few votes. But it was known to be an electioncering 
dodge. and it scarcely survived the ordinary nine 
days. On a different footing was the accusation 
made, apparently on the faith of two members of par- 
liament, that Lord Derby had condescended to bid for 
the support of certain independent members of the 
House of Commons by large promises of reform. It 
turns out that the letter which was reported to have re- 
ceived Lord Derby's signature was only intended to be 
despatched, and only intended by the parties who ci n- 
cocted it to be signed by that nobleman. Yet for weeks 
the calumnious assertion had gone the round of the 
press, and the Liberal gentleman, who bad probably 
seen his speech copied and commented on in various 
journals, allowed the mistake to pass uncorrected and 


charge against the leader of the Conservative party. 

But by far the most gratifying of Lord Derby’s per- 
sonal explanations was his revelation of the secret 
springs of all his polilical action, in the latest exhorta- 
tion of that great warrior and statesman who has passed 
away fromamongst us. It was the Duke of Welling- 
ton who besought Lord Derby, for the sake of his 
Sovereign and his country, to undertske the leader- 
ship of the Conservatives, shattered by the disruption 
which took place under Sir Robert Peel; and it was 
in obedience to his appenl that Lord Derby has for 
fourteen years maintained a struggle against cnormons 
odds, has take office twice in the face of a hostile 
majority in the Ilouse of Commons, and is now so 
near a parliamentary triumph. It rests with the 
Conservative electors to support their leader, and 
not to compel him to accept office a third 
time without such a majority as may enable him to 
form a stable Government. What the policy of the 
Conservatives will be next session is clear. They will 
not pay back their opponénts in their own coin. They 
will offer no factious opposition. They will assist them 
against democratic encroachments and against foreign 
menace. But they will resolutely defend the doctrines 
of their political faith ; and they will resist to the last 
whenever any great principle of the constitution shall 
be assailed. Of this, at least, Lord Palmerston has the 
assurauce, that he will be supported against any natiou 
or potentate who may threaten our hoaour or our in- 
dependeuce, as he will be hurled from office if he yields 
up our rights to the strong or if he heedlessly endangers 
— by a petulant and turbulent foreign

INQUESTS.

Mary 1 45 deposed that 
she had been a fellow- passenger with the deceased from 
the United States, where he had resided for several 
years, lle was from the parish of Ahallowes 
in the Queen's County, and she was a native of 
the same county, but had no further acquaintance with 
him. He was in the second cabin of the steamer, and 
not exposed to wet or cold. i 
Police-constable 80 C stated that about nine o'clock 
on Saturtay morning he went aboard the steamer having 
heard of the sudden death of the deceased. He exami- 
ned the body carefully, and there were no marks of vio- 
lence upon it. Ile s. is mae 
toget!.er with some clothes in a traveiiing-bag. 
N M‘Namara stated that the deceased had died 
from natural causes, but that his death was probably 
accelerated by sea sickness. 
Verdict accordingly. 


THE WEATHER. 
The tempestuous state of the weather for some days 
past has caused serious, and in some instances melan- 
choly losses at sea. We fear, although a painful number of 
shipwrecks, involving great loss of life and property, 
has been already reported, that the list of disasters is far 
from yet being completed. Last night the weather wore 
such an unfavourable aspect, and the wind blew so 
strong, that several steamers on the quay which had 
procecded a short distance on their voyages put back to 
anchor, dreading to encounter the threatening gale. One 
steamer, the Trafalgar we believe, did tempt the dangerous 
deep, but she deemed it pradent to abandon the notion 
of proceeding on her course, and put into Kingstown for 


safety.

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THE ROYAL CHARTER. 
Liverpool, Saturday. 

A gentleman who arrived early this morning from 
the wreck states that very few additional bodies had 
been washed ashore, and he accounts for it on the 
supposition that the great majority of the corpses are 
still confined in the body of the ship, some parts of 
which he believes are still entire. 

Divers have been despatched to Moelfra, but our in- 
formant thinks thatasa great portion of the vessel’s 
rigging must be entangled with the wreck, they will have 
some difficulty in getting inside the vessel. At low 
spring tides it will be possible to obtain a fuoting on the 
wreck. 

Many persons continued to arrive in search of 
relatives and friends, and as the accommodation is 
exceedingly limited much inconvenience was ex- 
perienced. 

The inquest on the bodies was commenced on Friday 
afternoon, at Lianallgo Church, before Mr. William 
Jones, coroner of Anglesea, and a jury who were sworn 
in Welsh. It was an impressive sight when the coro- 
ner, standing at the Communion-table, surrounded by 
the group of dead and mangled corpses, amid the audi- 
ble sobs of those who had recognised their friends, com- 
menced his melancholy task. Mr. Moore, solicitor, of 
Warrington, before the opening of the inquest, asked 
the coroner what course he intended to pursue. The 
coroner thought he should be satisfied, under the melan- 
choly circumstances, with the identification of the bodies. 
Mr. Bright, on the part of the company owning the vessel, 
undertook to have any of the surviving crew present 
who would be able to give any information. Mr. James 
Russell, who said his father lived in Linlithgowshire, 
and who was one of the passengers who escaped, recog- 
nised John Smith, son of Edmund Smith, Mrs. Woodroff 
(companion to Mrs. Foster, also in the vessel and lost), 
Catherine Margaret Russell and Richard Reed. Mr. 
Foster lives at Grindlow-house, Manchester. Mrs 
Woodroff's husband is expected home by the George 
Marshall. Richard Walton, of 22. Duckworth-streer, 
Brunswick-road, Liverpool, identified his brother James 
between 21 and 22. Thomas Outtersi/de, 6, Clare-street 
Liverpool, printer, identified John Emery, Stone, Staf- 
fordshire. The coroner then proceeded to Penrhos 
Churchfwhere he also charged the jury with the in- 
vestigation into the circumstances of the death of 
the bodies lying there. The inquests were adjourned 
until Wednesday next, at 12 o'clock. In reply to an 
application, the coroner undertook to have an interpreter 
provided. Several parties were present who stated that 
they were prepared to vindicate the character and 
memory of Captain Taylor. The vessel, it was stated, 
made no water until she broke up. The ladies, it was 
arranged, should go first ; but before opening the saloon 
doors the vessel parted in two, and stopped all com- 
munication. Mr. Samucl Henry, a jeweller, from 
Adelaide, who had been confined on the ground that he 
was insane, was among the number in the Lianallgo 
Church, Mr. Glover, a gentleman of fortune, is also 
among the number, and a large sum of money was 
found on his person.

THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 
(TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES). 
Rectory, Louth Oct. 28, 1859. 
Sim,—I shall feel very much obliged by your inserting 
accompanying letter in Tae InisH Trwes. Though 
some articles I have seen in your paper (not with- 
standing a very liberal article you once wrote on an act 
of mine in the Incorporated Society), I fear you do not 
agree with me on the question of National Education, 
still [am sure you are too great a lover of fairness to 
suppress what you may not exactly coincide with. Of 
course, my letter is open to animadversion, though I 
even still hope that my views may not be suchas your 
or other fair men will materially differ from.---I have 
the honour to be, sir, your obedient servant, 
Somerser L. C. Towxssgxp, D.D. 
TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE EARL OF CARLISLE, LORD LIEU- 
TENANT AND GENERAL GOVERNOR or IRELAND. 
Mr Lorp,—With hopeful anticipations for the future 
arising from your address to the meeting of the Queen's 
University, on Friday, the 14th, I am induced to trouble 
your Excellency with a few observations on that much- 
abused system, ‘that oft-debated question of National 
Education. On a subject so often argued upon, vou 
cannot expect any startling novelties ; it is, neverthc loss, 
important that the realities of the case should be, from 
time to time, as long as it is agitated, fuirly stated to the 
public. 
Very, very truly, your Excellency said, “ there are 
periods when the frank avowal of cpinion is due from 
any seat of authority, or centre of influence ;” and at 
no period could thatavowal, whether it conveys the 
private opinions of the Earl of Carlisle, or the sentiments 
of her Majesty’s representative, be of more importance 
than at the present time. Many will hail with satis- 
faction a deelaration so opportunely made, and s0 likely 
to calm uneasiness. 
There are, also, my lord, times when the frank avowal 
of opinion is due, not only from the seat of authority, 
but also from the secluded residence of the private 
individual, because it is individual judgment in 
its aggregate which constitutes public opinion. 
I will as little as possible trouble your Excellency 
with the charges which have been brought against Na- 
tional Education in Ireland---with many of them you 
are as well acquainted as lam. Nor shal! I dwell upon 
the various fallacies which, from time to time, hive 
been brought ferward by the interested, and maintained 
by the impulsive, who generally followin the clamorous 
train of those who cavil, perhaps without reason, and 
impugn more from obstinacy than from conviction, 
There are objections, however, which cannot be passed 
over, and to these [ shall allude as briefly as their im- 
portance will permit. The first and great olyection 
which was made was by a large body of the 
clergy of the Established Church, and it was 
the conscientious objection of many, because they were 
not allowed by the rules of the National Boa d the un- 
restricted use (as they called it) of the Bible: in other 
words, were not perinitted to force the Romin Catholic 
children who came to their schools, in opposition to the 
wishes of their parents and the commands ef their 
priests, to read and study that sacred volume, and 
because the National System most properly protected 
children differing in their religious sentiments from the 
patrons of schools from being tampered with by those 
patrons. Thus the Protestant child whom circumstances 
might compel to go to a school the patron of which was 
a Roman Catholic, and vice versa, was, as far as it wasin 
the board's power, protecte:! from unworthy and un- 
scrupulous machinations against his faith. 
1 confess, my lord, I have ever thought, though I 
will not yield inmy admiration of Protestantism to any 
man, that such a regulation was not only fair, but 
honest, and I could never understand how such at ar- 
rangement could be with truthfulness called a disre- 
spect to, ora suppression of, the Bible. Arguments were 
indeed brought forward, and assertions made, as if the 
Bible had been really rejected or denied to the people; and 
men who were generally considered «lever, and wise, 
and educated, did not seem to distinguish between a 
book being offered freely, and tendered at suitable 
times, and that book being either forced or with- 
held. Its not being forced, they called its 
being suppressed. In my own school the 
Bible is studied every day, from two to three, by 
the Protestant children, and is there for the Roman 
Catholics if they will read it also. Is this trenting the 
Bible with disrespect? Is not such a course rather in 
accordance with the true spirit of Christianity, and of 
Protestant freedom? If the Roman Catholics them- 
selves conscientiously believe, or even their cleruy for 
them, that the Bible ought not be use! as an every- 
day book—that it requires to be guarded by certain in- 
terpretations when read—(fallucious and fatal as this 
may be), it does not authorise us to combat tt by tree, 
nor to say you shall not have any edactition unless you 
give up this very important conscientivous principle. Is 
it not fairer, as has been done, tosay, in consequence of 
conscientious Christian men differing on this point. We 
will leave it an open question, we will permit those who 
value the Bible to read it as much as they please 
but we will also protect those who believe it cannot be 
interpreted by private judgment, but must be explained 
by the authority of their church, from having it forced on 
them. Of course, we Protestants think we are right, but 
such an idea does not prevent Roman Cotholics front 
fancying they are not wrong ; and if they are mistaken, 
other means Ought to be taken to convinee then of their 
error than having recourse to that force which the lead- 
ers of their church, when they have it in their power, 
too often, and too fatally exercise, over the consciences 
of men. What I would on this point particularly wish 
to draw yonr lordship’s attention to is, that a book 
offered every dav in a school, and read ev ery day by 
those who think it right to read it, ean be nei- 
thr called suppressed nor despised, and that 
the Bible can be read in every National Schoo! by every 
Protestant, as religious instruction, when the patronof the 
school requires it shall be read. We people of Ireland 
are a mixed community, compose! of the lstablished 
Church, the Roman Catholic, and the Preshyterian,with 
some other Dissenting denominations, and therefore a 
charitable education offered by the State must have 
some equitable fixed motive of operation, icpendent 
of, and to meet as much as possible, the feelings, and 
the prejudices of all; and the principl which has been 
adopted by the National System is that which, it ac- 
cepted in the 3 in which assistance is otlered, is 
certainly most likely not to interfere with the preju- 
dices of any—viz., that the secular education be ot a fixed 
kind,laid down by the board, supervised by i s inspectors, 
and regularly reported on by them, and that the religious 
instruction shali be entirely in the hands of the patron, 
he being restrained from exercising his religious teach 
ing on those who are of a different denominationy and 
whose religious scruples will not permit of their accept- 
ing his doctrinal instruction. With this liberty I, my 
lord, cannot see what mure separate grants could effect, if 
the schonls under those grants are to be, as they ought to 
be, under Government control and inspection. It is 
time, my lord, that obstinacy should give way to truth, 
and it is unbecoming and improper that the education 
of the poor should be made a means either to susialn, or 
a fulcrum to displace, political portics.

but that if they were separated in youth reared in the 
hotbeds ‘of an istic, political, ah, re igious rancour, 
the interested, the violent, and the aichristian, could, 
without a chance of contradiction, fil their munds with 
falsehoods, misstatements, and imaginary feuds. la- 
fluenced such convictions, gentiemen who had no 
motives but the advancement of civilisstion in Ireland, 
and thought that nothing could advance r soften so 
much the as mixed education, struggled bard for 
it, and red not a little for it.

THE ADELAIDE HOSPITAL, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,--Allow me to offer a few observations on Dr. 
Cullen’s “letter,” which has, in its full dimensions, fallen 
into my hands, promising to confine myself to its more 
local allocutions, as its other topics have been over 
and over fully dealt with by the Protestant and indepen- 
dent press of the United Kingdom. My remarks shall 
therefore be circ.mscribed the more particularly to the 
first head of the “delegate apostolic,” epistle to the 
Liomanis’s of Dublin, in which he developes his senti- 
men's in reference to the Adelaide Hospital, at which 
‘ble institution the Rev. Dr. Spratt, down to the 
huroblest R.C.C. have been flying their arrows of 
dogmatical intolerance for some time past. Their ar- 
tillery, it would seem, has had Itttle effect upon the 
“ faithful” in discouraging them in seeking refuge within 
the “threshold” of a Protestant establishment, where, 
happily, they are free from the“emissary or official of the 
church of Rome.” This, surely, must be a great relief 
io the many who are but nominal adherents of their 
Church, upon whose minds the truth of God's Holy 
Word has, begun to dawn, and who rest their hopes upon 
a firmer foundation than the “rites and ceremonies” of 
human instrumentality. To have an asylum to enter, 
not “invited,” as Dr. Cullen would have it, while 
suffering under bodily disease, and deeply impressed 
with the value of their immortal souls, that to them is a 
matter of great concern, to be rid of the inquisitorial 
action of the Romish priesthood, that otherwise would 
be brought to bear upon them. It is evident that Rome’s 
children” are becoming very refractory when such an 
alarm is created, and strenuous effurts made that calls 
to the rescue Big Ben,” the Archbishop, Dr. Cullen 
himself, but, nodoubt, with the same result as that which 
has attended his coadjutors. The rev. dr. has had his 
roar, “ hurling the shafts of calumny” at a Protestant 
institution ; buthe and his satellites may rosr and whine 
till domes day, but, thank God, they cannot bite or nip 
in the bud what Protestant generosity has deemed 
called upon, for good reasons, to create the quiet 
repose of their poorer Protestant brethren, from the 
tantalising influences they would be otherwise subjected 
to, were “ Priests,’ “Nuns,” Sisters of Mercy,” &c., 
and the whole network of the Papacy, let loose upon 
them, wielding their destructive elements of “ holy 
water,” “Hail Marys,” “extreme unction, holy Eucha- 
riet,” as their so-called’sacrament, and the whole catalo- 
gue of Romish mummery—an aggression on their faith 
which no Protestant could look upon being enacted beside 
his bed of sickness without feelings of horror and remorse 
to avert which, Protestant kindness, in true charity, 
has stepped in to save their humble fold from the exhi- 
tion of such abominable and unscriptural ceremonies; but 
Dr. Cullen says, “it may be through want of advertence to 
the uncharitableness of their act, or perhaps through igno- 
rance or hatred of (Roman) Catholic doctrine, they have 
thoughtfit to prohibit the entrance ofany (Koman) Catho- 
lic Priest into that institution.” Yes, with the same want 
of advertence as c the conclave of Romish 
bishops in their recent “ and with that “ un- 
charitableness which now devel itself in the 
Italians to rid themselves of the thraldom of despotism 
in which they are spell-bound, yearning for civil Liberty 
and religious freedom. But it may be “through igno- 
rance or hatred of (Roman ) Catholic doctrine” that the 
founders of the Hospital drew up its rules. 
Poor man, he is not so ignorant as not to be 
well aware that Protestant clergymen, and lay- 
men, too, are fully versed in Popish doctrines, 
and the several controversial classes, at which many 
Romanists attend, fully verify the statement of 
“hatred,” yes, certainly of Rome’s teaching, which 
“ confines the intellect and enslaves the soul,” but with 
eternal love and pity for those who are its dupes. 

The Hospital, as its fundamental principle expresses, 
is “an essentially religious and Protestant institution,” 
but it carries out the Christian principle, as set forth in 
St. Paul’s Epistle to the Galatians, 6 chapter and 10th 
verse: As we have time, let us do good unto all men, 
especially unto them who are of the household of faith.” 
Therefore, Protestant charity is clearly demonstrated 
when Romanists are admitted to cipate and volun- 
tarily enter an institution where t not alone 
take care of the physical, but the spiritual state 
of their patients, There is no man of common 
sense would administer to a sick and dying man, 
at his request, a phial of poison, nor would a man 
of sound mind place in the hands of a madman 
in alunatic asylum a dagger or other dangerous weapon, 
by which he would inflict on himself or others some 


grievous bodily injury; and for the same reasons, but of 
unt importance, Protestants will not it the

calls “ spiritual comforts,” but what Protestants believe, 
through the light of Scripture, to be spiritual “ delu- 
sions,” poison to the soul, and a dagger to the heart of 
spiritual life and Gospel liberty.

Thus, the 
question is not now whether I have done well or ill in 
making peace at Villafranca, but rather to obtain from 
the treaty results the most favourable for the pacifica- 
tion of Italy and for the of Europe. 

Before entering on the discussion of this question, I 
am anxious to recall once more to your Majesty the ob- 
stacles which rendered every definitive negociation and 
every definitive treaty so difficult. 

In point of fact, war has often fewer complications 
than peace. In the former two interests only are in pre- 
sence of each other— the attack and the defence ; in the 
latter, on the contrary, the point is to reconcile a multi- 
tude of interests often of an opposite character. This is 
what actually occurred at the moment of the peace. It 
was necessary to conclude a treaty that should secure in 
the best manner possible the independence of Italy, which 
should satisfy Piedmont and the wishes of the popula- 
tion, and yet which should not wound the (Roman) 
Catholic sentiment or the rights ofthe Sovereigns in 
whom Europe felt an interest. 

“I believed then that, if the Emperor of Austria 
wished to come to a frank understanding with me, with 
a view of bringing about this important result, the 
causes of antagonism which for centuries had divided 
these two empires would disappear, and that the rege- 
neration of Italy would be effected by common accord, 
and without further bloodshed. 

“ I now state what are, in my opinion, the essential 
conditions of that regeneration :— 

“ Italy to be composed of several independent States, 
united by a federal bond. 

“ Each of these States to adopt a particular represen- 
tative system and salutary reforms. 

“ The Confederation to then ratify the principle of 
Italian nationality ; to have but one flag, but one system 
of Customs, and one currency. 

“ The directing centre to be at Rome, which should 
be com of representatives named by the Sovereigns 
from a list prepared by the Chambers, in order that, in 
this species of Diet, the influence of the reigning 
families — of a leaning towards Austria should 
be counter iced by the element resulting from 
election. 

“ By granting to the Holy Father the honorary presi- 
dency of the Confederation the religious sentiment of 
Catholic Europe would be satisfied, the moral influence 
of the Pope would be increased throughout Italy, and 
would enable him to make concessions in conformity 
with the legitimate wishes of the populations. Now, 
the plan which I had formed at the moment of making 
peace may still be carried wut, if your Majesty will em- 
ploy your influence in promoting it. Besides, a consi- 
derable advance has been made in that direction. 

“ The cession of Lombardy with a limited debt is an 
accomplished fact. 

“ Austria has given up her right to keep garrisons in 
the strong places of Piacenza, Ferrara, aud Commachio. 
“ The rights of the Sovereigns have, it is true, been 
reserved, but the independence of Central Italy has also 
been guaranteed, inasmuch as all idea of foreign inter- 
vention has been formally set aside; and, lastly, Venetia 
is to become a province purely Italian. It is the real 
interest of your Majesty, as of the Peninsula, to 
second me in the development of this plan, in order 
to obtain from it the best results; for your Majesty can- 
not forget that-I am bound by the treaty, and I cannot 
in the Congress which is about to open withdraw myself 
from my engagements. The part of France is traced 
beforehand. 

“ We demand that Parma and Piacenza shall be united 
to Piedmont, because this territory is, in a strategical 
point of view, indispensable to her. 

“We demand that the Duchess of Parma shall be 
called to Modena. 

“That Tuscany, augmented, perhaps, by a portion 
of —— shall be restored to the Grand Duke Ferdi- 
nan 
“That a system of moderate (sage) liberty shall be 
adopted in all the States of Italy. 

“That Austria shall frankly disengage herself from 
an incessant cause of embarrassment for the future, and 
that she shall consent to complete the nationality of 
Venetia, by creating, not only a separate representation 
and administration, butalso an Italian army. 

“We demand that the fortresses of Mantua and Pes- 
chiera shall be recognised as federal fortresses. 

“ And, lastly, that a Confederation based on the real 
wants, as well as on the traditions of the Peninsula, to 
the exclusion of every foreign influence, shall consoli- 
date the fabric of the independence of Italy. 

“I shall neglect nothing for the aitainment of this 
great result. Let your Majesty, be convinced of it, my 
sentiments will not vary, and so far as the interests of 
France are not opposed to it, I shall always be happy 
to serve the cause for which we have combated toge- 
ther.

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 

Protestants have little idea how education is pro- 
ceeding under the patronage and aid of Government, and 
what importance it is assuming—from the immense 
amount of error, deep, radical error, that is going along 
with it—in its bearing * the character of the future 
population of the United Kingdom. In Ireland the Na- 
tional System of Education is prolific with the fruits of 
Popery, springing out of the seed which we, in fatal 
folly, have paid the priests to sow broadcast over that 
country.

It ap , according to Parliamentary returns, that 
the number of pupils on the rolle of Popish schools in 
1858, was 481,164; while the pupils of other denomina- 
tions were only 88,481. This is a remarkable fac t 
does not arise out of the disparity which may be supposed 
to exist between Romanists and Protestants, because at 
the present time, from the vast loss to Ireland of her 
emigrating on” the two bodies are numerically 
nearly equal. But it is owing to the dislike which Pro- 
testants entertain to the system of compromise which 
characterises the National Schools—and who, therefore, 
educate their children on sounder principles, and in 
schools not under Government influence. But there, we 
say, is the fact. Nearly hal/-a-million of Romish children 
under education in I , at the cost of our Protestant 
State, and not so much as a fifth part of that amount the 
children of Protestants. 
But a greater fact has to be told---and that is, that 
the Romish priests have in their hands, under their sole 
management, nearly two-thirds of all the schools in Ire- 
land — "W by our State. There are 1,652 Protes- 
tant and 3,683 P schools, and of these 
Popish schools there are only 298 under lay manage- 
ment; all the remaining 3,385 being under the im- 
mediate direction and control of the —— priests. 

Thus is our Protestants State maintaining Popish 
schools for more than 481,000 children, over nearly all of 
which Romish priests bear rule, for the propagation of 
their system. The sum annually paid,in salaries alone, 
emounts to £114,139 12s. !

THE PRESS ON THE POLITICAL PROSPECTS 
OF POPERY:--- 


There is an admirable simplicity pervading the va- 
rious documents which beginning with the Pope’s “ Al- 
locution” in the Secret Consistory of the 26th ult.—have 
within the last month emanated in rapid succession from 
the mouth pieces of the Roman See, especially in France 
and in Ireland. They all proceed upon the assumption 
that the Papal rule is the most perfect of Governments, 
and Pio None the holiest and meekest of men; that the 
patrimony of St. Peter is inviolable-—except by an act 
of i and its undisturbed and uncontrolled pos- 
session inseparably bound up with the exercise of the 
Pope’s spiritual authority. All this being taken for 
granted, just as coolly as that the sun is in the skies and 
that the earth revolves on its axis, all the deductions 
drawn from these premises follow as a matter of course. 
Whatever is in opposition to the Pope, at variance with 
his elaims and pretensions, or, it may be, only not abso- 
lutely subservient to him, is denounced as impious and 
blasphemous; and the most furious threats of vengeance 
in a future world are thrown into the scales as make- 
weights, to supply in the present the shortenings of 
Papal powers. 

Presiding at the head of the most corrupt body of ad- 
ministrators to be met with anywhere in Christendom, 
over a State so utterly disorganised, and populations so 
wholly, disaffected, that but for the aid of foreign bayo- 
nets he could not maintain himself in his own capital 
for four-and-twenty hours, the Pope addresses himse f 
to the world in the loftiest strains of outraged dignity 
and injured innocence. Not a jot does he abate from 
his pretensions to the spiritual headship of Christendom; 
not a tittle does he yield to matters affecting his tem- 
poral sovereignity. What he ami the Sacred College 
have been from time immemorial, that they intend to 
remain to the endoftime! The idea of adapting them- 
selves to the wants of the age or the wishes of mankind 
is altogether inadmissible within the precincts of 
the Vatican. On the contrary, their expectation 
is that all the world shall shape itself into 
conformity to their notions; and, to do them 
justice, their emissaries and tools throughout all lands 
leave no stone unturned to bring about the much-coveted 
consummation. Whether the people among whom they 
dwell be “ Catholic” or “ heretic,” whether the Govern- 
ment under which they live be free or despotic, is all one 
tothem. They have but one mission and one purpose— 
to exalt the Papacy, and to abase all else. They hold 
that while the claims of the Papacy upon all are abso- 
lute and unlimited, no one has, or ever can have, any 
claim upon the Papacy, or in its presence any rig dt. 

Nothing short of this boundless arrogance and claim to 
universal dominion can account for the tone assumed by 
the representatives of the Papacy. The harsh pride and 
envenomed bitterness of that tone increase in proportion 
as the causes why the Papacy should humble itself, and 
seek to conciliate men’s minds, become more urgent. In 
despotic France—to which the Pope has been indebted 
during the last ten years for the continuance of his tem- 
poral power, and even for his personal safcty—the 
bishops have adopted towards their Imperial patron a 
style of censure and insolent dictation which has driven 
Napoleon III. to the highly unpopular and possibly im- 
politic step of forbidding the publication of their pasto 
rals in the journals. In this country, where there is no 
restriction upon the licence of the public press, the Cul- 
lens and MacHalesare filling the columns of the journals 
with virulent abuse of all our institutions, and coarse 
invectives against all our public men. The Emperor 
of the French is not obscurely threatened with the with- 


serviceable when he aspired tu the position of “the elect 
of the people.” To our own Government it is intimated 
that whatever party in the State may be in the ascend- 
ant may henceforth reckon upon the determined and un- 
alterable hostility of the Popish section of the House of 
Commons. While one of its demands remains un- 
satisfied, one of its grievances unredressed, while a law 
remains on the statute-book, or an institution in the 
land, which the Papacy dislikes, no Government shall 
have peace, no legislative settlement shall be acquiesced 
in, nor shall the Oueen— far as it depends on the Ro- 
mish priesthood---have loyal and dutiful subjects. Tur- 
bulence out of doors, and the game of faction in Parlia- 
ment, shall not abate so long as the British Crown rests 
on a “ heretical” brow. Such is their pious resolve ! 

The recent pastoral of Dr. Cullen, read for the special 
edification of the Queen’s lieges in all the Popish chapels 
of his usurped arch diocese, and the missive addressed 
to the Prime Minister through the columns of the pub- 
lic journals by Dr. MacHale, are documents highly in- 
structive and perfect in their way. With a graphic 
power which a certain kind of inspiration could alone 
confer, they pourtray the truculent spirit of the Papal 
hierarchy towards the land of freedom that accords to 
them a degree of toleration wholly unappreciated and 
shamefully requited. No where else, least of all ina 
country where Popery is the dominant religion, would 
such open and undisguised disloyalty be permitted the 
free circulation it enjoys with us. Yet in the 
very document published by him under the aegis 
of British freedom, Doctor MacHale inveighs against 
any and every Government and Statesman of Eng- 
land, accusing them all in turn of persecuting the Pope, 
and oppressing his faithful children.” Ue sets up a 
maniacal how! for freedom, while the very fact of that 
howl being allowed to reach the public ear furnishes 
conclusive evidence that more freedom is accorded to 
him than he either deserves or knows how to use. 

Happily, however, in the very same breath in which 
these disloyal prelates of an alien hierarchy assume the 
character of champions of freedom, they afford us a 
tolerably clear insight into the nature of the freedom 
which, if they had their way, we should enjoy. We 
need not go as far as Rome to see what utter 
prostration of the intellect, what wretched cor- 
ruption of morals, what total debasement of 
the whole man, is the fruit of Papal rule. The 
haughty prelates who do the work of the Papacy 
amongst us teach us, by the tone of dictation which, 
even while comparatively powerless, they venture to as- 
sume, in what style they would tyrannise over us if they 
had the power in their hands. By the claims of blind 
obedience to their behests, and slavish subserviency to 
their designs, which they seck to enforce upon the lay 
members of their own communion, of whatever rank, 
station, or ability, we may guess what would be our 
common fate if their day-dream of Papal ascendancy 
should ever be realised. By the requirement of an un- 
limited and exclusive control over the farmation of the 
minds of the rising generation, we may measure the ex- 
tent of the spiritual, moral, and intellectual bondage to 
which it is their ambition to reduce us all. 

There cannot be a greater mistake than the very com- 
mon one of fmaginimg that the difference between Rome 
and England is a religious differenve, and that the an- 
tu goniam between the two turns upon theological con- 
troversy. Doubtless there are those among us yith whom 
opposition to Popery is a matter of conscience and of 
creed. But most of us, whatever may be our opinion of 
the errors and superstitions of the Romish Church, 
have learned to look upon matters of religious dif. 
ference in a spirit of forbearance and toleration ; and 
little as we may sympathise with religious systems 
to our own, we would rely on persuasion 
rather than on political conflicts for successfully en- 
countering them. With regard to Popery the 
case is wholly different. While perfectly willing 
to leave our Roman Catholic fellow-subjects in the 
enjoyment of religious tencts, their adherence to which 
is to us a subject of mingled vonder and pity, we regard 
the representatives of the Papal power amongst us with 
the utmost dislike and distrust, as sworn enemies of our

LANDED ESTATES COURT---Yesrerpar. 


(Before Judge Longfield.) 


In re the Estate of J. W. Burmester aud others. 

This was a proceeding to obtain the decision of the 
court as to whether Mr. Thomas Joseph Eyre or the 
London and County Bank was eutitl ed to the amount rea- 
lised by the sale of certain estates, the property of the late 
John Sadleir. Some time since the right tothe same funds 
was contested by the official manager of the Tipperary 
Bank on the one hand, and the London and County 
Kank on the other. ‘The question was decided im favour 
of the latter, and the ruling of Judge Longfield was 
affirmed on appeal. Mr. Eyre then came in to claim 
the fund, and the question of right as between him and 
the Londun and County Bank was now brought before 
the court for its decision. 

The Attorney-Geneial appeared on behalf of the ob- 

jector in this case, Mr. Eyre. The petitioners aud owners 
in the matter were John Wm. Burmester, Farmerly John 
Law, and James Sadleir. ‘They had presented a petition 
as owners for the sale of certain estates, and amongst the 
rest the lands of Kilcommon. ‘These lands had been 
sold in this court, and in the schedule of incumbrances 
there was an omission altogether of the nameof Mr. 
Eyre, for whom he appeared now. He had filed an 
objection, the particulars of which he now proceeded to 
open. Mr. Eyre claimed uuder a deed of the 20th Oc- 
tober, 1854. It was in the nature of an indemnity 
deed, and gave him leave to resort to the lands of Kil- 
common and other lands, in the event of other lands and 
estates upon which he had a charge being insufficient. 
The question was one of very considerable importance, 
as the amount that might eventually haveto be claimed 
in respect of this deed would be a sum of about 
£70,000. The facts of the case were rather compli- 
cated ; but he apprehended that the court would find 
that the question of law would be plain and free trom 
difficulty. He had mentioned already the deed of Octo- 
ber, 1854, which undoubtedly was executed by the late 
Jolin Sadleir, under which Mr. Eyre now claimed, and 
he asked to have removed out of his way a deed of re- 
lease executed in the month of October, 1855, It bore 
date the 5th October, 1855, but was, in fact, executed 
some eleven days afterwards. ‘There was no doubt that 
that deed was executed by Mr. Eyre, whose case 
was that it was procured from him by frauc, false- 
hood, and forgery, and he said that in this 
court of equity he was entitled to have that deed 
put out of his way, and to be restored to those 
rights which it sought todeprive him of by means of 
this fraud. Having thus stated the question which was 
likely to arise, the Attorney-General called the attention 
of the court in detail to the circumstances that appeared 
on the pleadings, by which he meant the objection filed 
and the answer to it, and the evidence on both sides. 
It appeared that Mr. Eyre had employed John Sad'eir 
as his solicitor, and, whilst he was acting as such, he had 
employed him in advancing on such securities and mort- 
gages certain sums of money. In 1843 he lent the sum 
of 12,000. to Mr. Henry Smith, of Richmond, Waterford, 
on estates in that county, andin 1845 he advanced, also 
through the agency of John Sadileir, the 
sum of 40,000/. to Lord Kingstown, on a mort- 
gage of his life estate with certain other securities; they 
were in both instances policies ot insurance. For certain 
reasons they threatened to be defective and insufficient, 
arising from the negligence of John Sadleir, and there 
being every reason to apprehend that a very considera- 
ble portion, if not the whole, ofthese two sums of £40,000 
and £12,000, and that, too, with a large arrear of in- 
terest, would be due to Mr. Eyre, he called on John 
Sadleir to answer for this default, and Sadleir agreed to 
indemnify him by charge on his own estates against any 
loss so to arise. And, accordingly, the deed of October, 
1854, was executed. 

The statement of the learned gentleman occupied the 
day, and the further hearing will be resumed this morn- 
ing.

THE QUEEN v. ABRANAM J. DOWLING. 

Abraham J. Dowling was placed at the traversers’ 
bar, indicted for having obstructed the public thorough- 
fare, in Upper and Lower Sackville-street, on the night 
of the 3d of Uctober ; and also in College-green, on the 
night of the 11th of October. 

The traverser, who conducted his own defence, pleaded 
not guilty. 

Several constables of the C division, who had been on 
duty in Sackville-street on the night of the 3d of 
October, deposed that the traverser had collected a 
crowd “on the footway by preaching; he was desired 
to go on, but he hesitated to do so; the 
crowd still increased, and eventually he walked away, 
and took up his position on the second step of Nelson's 
Pillar; he was heard to exclaim as he proceeded, Come, 
my beloved brethren, itis my wish’—the por- 
tion of the sentence was lost in the shouting and hoot- 
ing of the crowd; after being told that he was in dan- 
ger of being assaulted, the traverser attempted to leave 
the steps, but was pushed and knocked about, on the pre- 
tence of being assisted down ; he turned to go up Upper 
Sackville-street, but changed his mind, and 
down Lower Sackville-street; a portion of the foot-way 
andcarriage-way became at this time obstructed ; the tra- 
verser sang ahyma aloud, as he was pushed along the 
street over Carlisle Bridge ; he went to the top of West- 
moreland-strvet, and mounted a heap of stones 
from which he addressed the assemblage ; several 
persons cried out was there no law to prey this 
nuisance in the city ; others said he should be 
and knocked down ; the traverser refused to go to the

Some other evidence, the general character of which 
was similar to what has been already stated, was given, 
and the case for the prosecution closed. 

The Chief Baron informed Mr. Dowling that he was 
now at liberty to address the jury in his defence. 

Mr. Dowling—Would you allow me to commence my 
defence with a prayer to God? 

The Chief Baron said that Mr. Dowling was entitled 
to make a statement of his defence to the jury; and, as 
he was not professionally aided, the Court would allow 
as much latitude as possible. It was, however, to be 
hoped that his own good sense would not lead him 
beyond the bounds marked out for him. 

Mr. Dowling--As my defence will be altogether 
grounded on the law of God, perhaps it may be only in- 
terrupting the court to—— i 

Chief Baron-—We can't anticipate yourdefence. We 
will not interrupt you, unless it is absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Dowling then proceeded to read a written state- 
ment tothe jury. It laid down as the basis of his 
observations that the preaching of the Gospel was not 
only not opposed to human laws, but was enjoined by 
the express command of God himself. He at great 
length elaborated this position by quotations from the 
Scriptures. He next proceeded to lay the foundation 
for an appeal to the conscience of the jury. It had been 
said that conscience makes cowards of us all; and he 
described the wicked man cowering beneath the strokes 
of his own conscience, while the upright man---the true 
believer in Christ, untremblingly beheld the manifesta- 
tions of the wrath of God, because his trust was in Him 
alone. He appealed to them as men whose consciences 
would not tulerate human law to be moulded and 
fashioned in opposition to the enactments of a Divine 
legislature, which had for their author the three Divine 
persons of the Trinity- the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. Mr. Dowling next proceeded to combat 
the argument, by reference to the Scriptures, that men 
should be allowed to go to heaven their own way. He 
said the ways of men were sin and death, and that, in 
fact, to allow this principle was equivalent to telling 
men to go to eternal perdition. He gave copious 
Scriptural extracts on this point, and concluded by 
explaining to the jury the nature and duties ofa mis- 
sionary of theGospel. If he had his will from the Prime 
Minister down to the humblest official should be made 
an instrument or diffusing the word of life and truth. 
He trusted the jury would not by their verdict prevent 
him from performing his duty—the duty of open-air 
preaching—particularly to those unfortunate females 

whom he only had an opportunity of addressing when on 
their nocturnal pursuits of crime and iniquity. He was 
employed by no society ; he was simply performing what 
he conceived to be his duty; and, since he became a 
converted man he had determined to do nothing contrary 
to the spirit of God’s command. 

Mr. Dowling then called Inspector Rapson, to prove 
that he had allowed him to address the crowd from 
Nelson’s Pillar, on the 3rd of October; and the inspector 
stated he was not there, and that it was on another 
occasion he did so. 

Mr. Walshe, Q.C.,on Mr. Porter being called by the 
traverser, said that he had received a note from him, 
in which he stated that he was confined to bed with an 
attack of influenza. 

The Chief Baron, in reply to Mr. Dowling, stated that 
he could not postpone the case at its present stage for 
the presence of Mr. Porter. 

Mr. Dowling said, that he had fifteen points upon 
which to examine Mr. Porter, one of which was, that he 
had refused to take down the evidence of the policeman 
in the police-office, although he (Mr. Dowling) had re- 
quested him todo so. His object in asking him to do 
this was, that the evidence as given before him (Mr.
